To the Citizens of Merrimack County: 


In accordance with the Public Statutes of the State 
of New Hampshire, the Commissioners of Merrimack 
County herewith present the annual report of the County 
Commissioners, Treasurer, Superintendent of Farm and 
House of Correction, Clerk of the Superior Court, Sheriff, 
Jailer, Solicitor, Farm Physician, Chaplain and Auditors 
for the year ending December 31, 1918. 


County FARM. 


During the past year the County Farm has been in 
charge of Mr. and Mrs. Joseph M. Lorden as Superin- 
tendent and Matron. From the time they assumed 
charge they have most faithfully and, we are glad to say, 
successfully devoted their time and energy to their work. 

The number of people cared for in the almshouse has 
averaged about the same as in previous years, while the 
number in the House of Correction has been considerably 
smaller. The buildings are all in good repair and con- 
dition and it is the policy to keep them so. By the pur- 
chases of additional tillage land from the Ayers Estate, 
the County is now not only able to raise all the produce 
needed for home consumption, but it has been -able to 
sell a considerable amount to outside parties. 

The cash receipts for the year for produce sold, board, 
work of men, teams, etc., was $13,541.03, which is the 
largest for any year since the institution was established. 

Your attention is called to the itemized report of the 
Superintendent for complete data for the year.

SOLICITOR’S REPORT. 


To the Commissioners for the County of Merrimack: 


GENTLEMEN :—I was appointed by the Court to fill out 
the unexpired term of County Solicitor, William W. 
Thayer, who resigned. 

I entered upon the duties of the office June 1, 1918, 
and my appointment expired Jan. 1, 1919. 

No civil actions are now pending in which the County 
is interested. 

At the October term, 1918 of the Superior Court only 
one case was presented to the Grand Jury and one indict- 
ment reported. This was a charge of assault with in- 
tent to rape against one Alphonse Ripeau. This case 
was tried at the October term and the respondent was 
convicted of aggrevated assault, paid a fine of $100 and 
the costs of prosecution. 

At the same term of Court one criminal case for false- 
ly representing the measures of wood sold by him. The 
respondent was convicted, but having been confined. to 
his house by sickness since the trial, has not been brought 
before the Court for sentence. 

On October 15th of the present year, one Dennis J. 
Clifford was found dead at his cabin on the Derry Road 
in Hooksett. It was plainly a case of criminal homicide 
and the evidence indicated that it had been committed 
about three days before the body was found. Every 
possible effort was made to discover the criminal with- 
out success. The matter is still under investigation by 
the Attorney General and the incoming Solicitor, Mr. 
Rainie. 

On complaint that liquor and cider was being illegally 
sold in different towns in the County, careful investiga- 
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tions with the assistance of special officers was made, but 
evidence was not secured sufficient to convict anybody, 
but the investigations secured evidence in a number of 
cases on which the Federal authorities prosecuted the 
parties under the Webb-Kenyon act. Investigations 
seemed to show there was very little sale of liquor il- 
legally except what was brought into the State and dis-. 
tributed by pocket peddlers. 

There are several respondents held for the next Grand 
Jury on serious charges. 

Gambling machines in Concord and Franklin have 
been investigated and their use has been stopped. 

I have been called upon to handle a large number of 
minor offences that have been disposed of by the several 
Municipal Courts in the County and need no particular 
mention in this report. 

Several cases of breaking and entering against soldiers 
absence without leave from the Unites States Army, 
have been brought before the Municipal Courts and it 
was deemed best in such cases to turn the respondents 
over to the United States authorities. 

A batch of four young men were brought before the 
Concord Municipal Court for breaking into freight cars. 
One of the parties was a minor under 17 years of age, 
and the other three were out on parole from Massachu- 
setts Penal Institutions. These parties were turned over 
to Massachusetts officers to be dealt with in Massachu- 
setts where they belonged.
